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LABOUR BRIDGE 


THE announcement this week that 
Arabs in Israel-held territories will 
be permitted to work in Israel ig one 
more move in the direction of normaliza- 
tion. The abolition of the curfew in most 
of the ‘West Bank areas is a parallel 
step especially as the new arrangement 
was prompted, in the words of the Mili- 
tary Government spokesman, “by the 
satisfactory security situation now pre- 
vailing.”” 

The number. of West Bank Arabs who 
may be expected to apply for permits 
to work on this side of the “green " 
under the new arrangement may vary 
anywhere from five to ten thousand, 
depending on the seasonal unemploy- 
ment in‘ their own villages and towns. 
The number of Arabs from Gaza and 
the West Bank who have recently been 
moving Ulegally into unskilled jobs™in 
Israel hag been growing. The movement 
hag hitherto been illegal since they had 
no permits to cross ‘the “green line” nor 
did they pass through the labour ex- 
changes as required by the Employment 
Service Law. In a small number 
cases. permits were issued. Twenty 
welders from Gaza have been engaged 
on the Eilat-Ashkelon pipeline and the 
Jewish National Fund has been employ- 
ing workless Arabs on afforestation in 
the Adulam area, southwest of Jerusa- 
Jem. But now that labour shortages have 
recurred in the booming Israel economy 
— and this is the crucial bottleneck in 
the new spurt of development—thé sup- 
ply of Arab workers on a regular and 
lepal basis will be mutually beneficial to 
both the employers and. the employees. 


There is no danger either of the 
Arabs undercutting wages, since they 
will he organized by the Histadrut as 
trade union members, nor of their pene- 
tration or eventual takeover of the 
entire unskilled labour sector, leaving 
the economy stratified on an ethnical 
basis, with Israel thus becoming struc- 
turally dependent on Arab manual lab- 
our and acting as a magnet to Arab 
workers further afield. the other 
hand, Arab incomes will no doubt be re- 
flected in higher imports, weighing on 
Israel's balance of payments, as Arabs 
tend to save their dinars and spend their 
Israc] pounds. 

Careful controls are needed to avoid 
these dangers, The inflow can be con- 
{rolled by the Government, to prevent 
any flooding: -of: the labour market or 
new ts of Jewish unemployment. 
But the present manpower shortage has 
alreacy pushed up the price «f labour 
in Israel and certain categories of build- 
ing workers are in many pl receiv- 
jog 40 and 50 per cent more than the 
union rate. Far from causing a wage 
slump, the entry of Arab labourers will 
tend to ease this upward pressure. 

On the other hand, while it may _be 
true that the increased Arab purchasing 
power will put up Israel's import bill, 
their labour will at the same time foster 
exports either directly or indirectly. If 
labour costs are kept down to a rea- 
sonable level, the result will be to im- 
prove Israel's balance of payments and 
not the reverse. 

In the course of time, these workers 
will be taken for granted as part of Isra- 
cl's Jabour force. Lf nurmal neighbourly 
relations develop in the way they have 
been progressing, there ig no reason to 
halt the movement of labour across the 
“green frontier” that is rapidly becom- 
ing less distinct, and Arabs with jobs 
in Israel are likely to become a pressure 
group in favour of peace. Israel carries 
an automatic responsibility for ensuring 
economic progress and combatting τα- 
employment in the areas under its ad- 
ministration. The pace of business acti- 
vity in Israel has already spilled over 
somewhat into the Arab sector to raise 
living standards, and Arabs earning good 
wages in Israel will accumulate more 
resources to give a fillip to investment 
in their own towns and villages. The 
International Labour Organization has 
ἃ slozan that prosperity anywhere fos- 
ters prosperity everywhere. All that is 
necessary is a forward-looking economic 
solicx.

Naif named head of Iraq’s ,

BEIRUT - (UPI). — A new 26-man Iraqi cabinet was announced last night to 
replace the. ousted Baghdad government of exiled President Abdul Rahman Aref. . 


The new Premier was Abdul Razak al- 
Naif, a political newcomer believed to have 
the same political ties as new President 
Ahmad Hassau al-Bakr with the moderate 
wing of the Ba'thist Party. Several other 
ministers also belong to the same faction, 
Iraqi political informants said. 

In a brief radio and television statement, 
Naif declared his Government would seek 
to establish national unity and solve the 
Kurdish problem in a manner “that will 
preserve the unity of Iraqi soil.” 

Naif said bis regime would cooperate 
with the. Arab states “in any. constructive 
way” and would pay special attention to 
improving the economic problems that were 
Paramount in Aref's ouster by what Bagh- 
dad Radio called a Bloodless coup. 

Earlier, Iraq's coup leaders seized the 
property. of 26:former officials, including 
ousted Premier Taher Yahya, as life 
retarasd fo normal after a day of 
curfew. . ‘ Se cone: :

Jn Damascus, “Α1- Βα ἘΠ." organ of the 
Ba'th Party, along with the semi-official 
“Al-Thawra", published brief reports of 
the coup without comment. 

‘A Tunisian report said papers in Tunis 
had unanimously condemned the coup. 
saying that the only country to benefit 
would be Israel. 

In London, “The Times" said yester- 
day's events — with the ex-President 
flying peacefully out of the country with 
a pension — “hardly deserves the name 
even of 3 coup, let alone a revolution.”

Syrian opposition 
group demands

BEIRUT (UPI). — A Syrian opposition 
group calling itself the “National Pro- 
gressive Front” yesterday accused tha

In a statement published in Beirut, the 
Front called for the overthrow of the 
Syrian regime, and the trial of those 
responsible in the defeat. The Front con- 
sists of members from the old Pan-Arab 
Command of the Ba’th Party, the Arab 
Nationalist movement, the jasser 
Syrian Arab Socialist Union and the 
Arab Socialist Party of Akram Houranl. 

The newly-appointed President of Iraq. 
Ahmed Hassan al-Bakr, is a member of 
the pao-Arab Commiand of the Ba'th par- 
ty, which is strongly opposed to the rul- 
ing leftist Ba'th regime in Syrla.

Hussein sees ‘just 
peace’ on way

King Hussein of Jordan has declared 
that the Middle Bast area is-in the process 
of “establishing, for the first time, a just 
and everlasting peace.” 

His statement was made last week to 
a Dutch journalist, Albert Stol, corres- 
Pondent of the “Grote Provinciale Dag- 
bladen” chain. Hig recorded Interview 
with the monarch was made available 
ta The Jerusalem Post. 

The Jordanian monarch did not elabor- 
ate on the reasons for his feeling of 
“optimism,” a word he used several times. 
He did mention “a new British initiative,” 
however. 

Replying to a question, King Hussein 
said his Government has “hardly any re- 
lotions" with the Palestaian commando 
organizations. On the other hand, he 
justified their “acts of resistance ogainst 
the occupation.” He added that there “is 
not much organization” among them. 

King Hussein said developments “de- 
pend on the Israeli attitude in the next 
few months.” If a solution is achieved, 
the terrorist organizations will have no 
justification. He warned that in the. ab- 
sence of a settlement, “this area will be 
an area of turmoil.” Not only Israel will 
be in danger, “but Jordan and world 
peace as well.”

WASHINGTON (UPI}. — The director of 
the F.B.L, J. Edgar Hoover. said yester- 
day, that courses of insiruction In “saho- 
tage and explosives were conducted at the 
June national convention of Students for 
a Democratic Society. Mr. Hoover sid 
that participants at the meetings, at the 
‘Michigan State University in East Lan 
sing, “explored the use of combustibie 
materials and the various types of bombs 
which could be devised to destroy com. 
munications and plumbing systems of stra- 
tegic buildings.” rae 

Hoover’s comments were contained tn a 
report on F.B.I. operations in the fiscal 
year just ended. The F.BI. chief -cha- 
racterized the student society as the core 
of a “new left" subversive force. com- 
parablo to the Communist Party in tls 
“concept of violence as an instrument to 
destroy the existing social order.” 

He suid the students “even discussed the 
finer points of firliag Molotov cocktails 
from shotguns, as well as similar forms 
of so-called defence measures which could 
be used in defiance of police action.” 

In another part of the report, Hoover 
said that the American Communist Party 
suffered Internal dissension over the Mos- 
cow line in the Arab-Israel conflict. 

“Following the lead of the Soviets, the 
(American) Party completely backed the 
Arab nations against Israel,” the report 
said. ‘This stirred up considerable unrest 
among rank-and-file party members and 
disciplinary measures were necessary to 
quell the opposition.”

SHARKS 


FIARKS of 250 different kinds live

Sir, — In his reply to my letter Mr. 
Nasr refers to ‘our two peoples’, but I 
should mention that I am ἃ British 
Christian who happened to be doing a 
teehnieat job in Palestine In the days 
of the British Mandate. That my efforts 
at a time of increasing tension were con- 
sidered fairly Jmpartlal was reflected in 
the fact that in April 1948 I was ap- 
proached by both the Arab Higher Com- 
Mittee for Palestine and the Jewish Agen- 
ey, each with ἃ view to retaining my 
services when the British Mandate ended, 

I therefore feel myself to be in an 
especially objective position to write on 
the subject of the tragedy of the Pales- 
tinjan Arabs whieh I saw developing un- 


der my eyes. I had — and stiil have ' 


— many friends among them and from 
all I saw in those days and heard trom 
my Arab friends, most of whom lived 
quite happily and safely among my Jew- 
ish frlends until outside influences ruined 
this relationship, I am convinced that this 
tragedy could have been avoided. Had 
the Palestine Arabs, "as many of their 
Jeaders and intellectuals advised in those 
days, continued to co-operate with their 
Jewish neighbours in jointly regenerat- 
ing the iand devastated by 200 years of 
Turkish mis-rule, the Palestine Arabs 
could have been by τὸν on an equal 
basis with the Jewish settlers, which is 
where I agree with Mr. Nasr, ibat the 
methods used eliminated the patiert in- 
Stead of coping with the symptoms. 
But Mr, Nasr objects to the “rather 
dubious ‘blessings’ of an advanced civi- 
lization imposed from an allen source";

658 public schools in Israel-held areas 


There were 658 public schools operating 
in the West Bank in the past year, three 
fewer than before the Six Day War, witha 
total of about 111,000 pupils as compared 
to 133,776, and 3,852 teachers as com- 
pared to 2,820, the Ministry of Education 
and Culture announced Wednesday, 

In East Jerusalem, about 11,000 pupils 
were taught by 350 teachers in 28 ¢le- 
mentary schools. Elght-hundred puptts 
were taught at two high schools — one for 
boys and one for- girls —~by 35 teachers. 
For the first time, eight public kindergar- 


᾿ tens were opened, which are to be aug- 


mented by 20 in the coming school year. 


In the Golan Heights, seven elementary 
schools and two high schools were opened, 


and were attended by 1.287 pupils, 512 
of them girls, who were taught by 47 
teachers, three of them women. 

In the Gaza Strip and Northern Pnai, 3 


there were 31.130 pupils taught by 801 


teachers and 72 public schools. 
These figures do not include private and 
Unrwa schools,

Recruiting doctors abroad 


As a result ἃ large number of Israel 
trained physiclans leave the country and 
there is a noticeable absence of Amer- 
lean-trained Jewish physicians settling 
and remaining in Israel. 

The personnel chief of Kupat Holim, 
Dr. Avraham Lobel, jg δὲ present touring 
North and South America, prepared to 
siga up at least 100 physicians urgently 
needed to man Kupat Holim clinics, Dr. 
Lohel met one group of doctors at Dr. 
Bass’ home in Baltimore last month. 

“Kupat Holim of course has done a 
fantastic job in providing inexpensive and 
superior medical care to the population,” 
Dr. Bass says. “But like anywhere else 
there is room for new ideas. I know of 
many: American and former Israel doctors 
‘im America who are interested in form- 
ing group practice teams in Israel. The 
key is the opportunity to work in hos- 
pitals.” 

Dr. Bass ig representing a group of 
physicians which includes a genera] prac- 
titioner, psychiatrist, pediatrician, neuro- 
logist, opthalmologist and two specialists 
in internal medicine. They want to set 
up α joint group practice along the 
popular lines now followed in the U.S. 
“The objective of a good group practice,” 
Dr. Bass' says, “is effective, high quality, 
comprehensive Medical service to the 
patients in the most economical way. This 
is achieved when the group acts as a 
coordinated team i clinic and la- 
boratory facilities, The unique aspects to 
Israe) medicine, which our plan calls for,” 
he stresses, “is the absolute necessity for 
close association with one or several hos- 
pitals where members of the group could 
admit their patients and follow up with 
their care in the hospital through con- 
sultations, visits, etc. 


Dr. Bass’ group is ready to go wher- 
ever needed facilities are available. “Al- 
though Γ am sure we can succeed finan- 
cially in the Tel Aviv area, I would pre- 
fer to work in one of the outlying dis- 
tricts,” Dr. Bass says. Eut setting up 
8 group practice in 2 place, say, Uke the 
northern Negev or Galilee, would require 
the sponsorship of either Kupat Holim 
or the Government, since most of the 
wage-earning population are medically in- 
sured through the kupot and are served 
by Kupat Holim or Gavenment hospitals.” 


Davie Bass speaks Hebrew fluently, 
though with a sharp American twang. 
Bis wife Gonnie is the daughter of the 
late Katriel Salomon, former Minister to 
Rumania.

Last Jerusalem by 1972 _ returning residents - 


ἴ Jerusalem Post Economic Correspondent ᾿ 
Returning residents will enjoy all the fiscal privileges of an immigrant — 

provided they left before March 1, 1964, and provided also that they return 

before April 1, 1970. An order to this effect will be gazetted next week. 


This follows a previous order issued on 
April 1 last, which gave returning resi- 
dents ai) immigrant privileges, except that 
they had to pay 50 per cent duty on a car. 
The concessions applied to persons who 
left the country before March 1, 1963. 

Now they will pay the same 25 per cent 
88 an immigrant, and the privileges ΜῈ} 
apply even if they left during the 12 
months after March 1, 1963 — but they 

* moust be back within the coming 21 months, 

The concessions will be retroactive to 

. residents who returned after March 31, 
1967. The intention is to extend the bene- 
fits to people who came back during the 
Middle Bast crisis last year. The original 
propose) was to apply the exemptions from 

. May. 15 (Independence Day) —- but it was 
finally agreed to date them from the be- 
ginning of the fiscal yenr. 

Giving these details to The Jerusalem 
Post yesterday, Mr. Shloma Dror, of the 
Customs and Excise Department, polnted 
out that another new regulation is due to 
be published in the coming days, exempt- 
ing an immigrant who sells his car after 
four years from customs or purchase tax 
at the tlme of sale, 


IMMIGRANTS SINCE STATE 

This applies ἴο alt who immigrated after 
1948, and to returning residents who came 
back after September 1 of last year. If 
such a person is About to sell his car, on 
which he enjoyed a tax exemption rebate 
within the last four years, It ig worth his 
while walting the few days more until 
the new rule is gazetted, Mr. Dror said. 


Returning students have been entitled, 
after two academic years at a forcign unl- 
versity. i.e.. after an absence of 22 months, 
to exemption from taxes on a refrigerator, 
cogking-stove, washing machine. and in- 
struments connected with the occupation 
he studied. Henceforth the period will be 
reduced to 20 months —the period from 
the beginning of one academic year to 
the expiry of the next: and the Hst of 
exemptions is extended to cover the fol- 
lowing: a radio, TV set, gramophone, tape- 
Yecorder, vacuum-cleaner, ventilation fan, 
air-conditioner, food-mixer and deep- 
freeze. 

The tax exemption enjoyed by immi- 
grants and returning residents on gas- 
cookers and gas-stoves is extended to 
comprise also ancillary installations such 
as the gas container.

17 suspected 
saboteurs arrested

Seventeen suspected saboteurs have 
been rounded up in the Ramallah, Hebron 
and Bethiehem areas during the past two 
weeks, it was announced yesterday.

Teams of teachers and school {nspec- 
tors will spend next week marking the 
exams. They told pressmen that 70 young 
boys and girls who wrote last year’s ma- 
tric exams are already working as grade- 
school teachers here.

MALCHES. RESIGNATION 
TAKES ‘EFFECT TODAY 


Jerusalem Post Reporter ᾿ 

Judge Eliezer Malchi yesterday handed 
in his resignation from the bench to the 
Justice Minister. The Minister detided to 
give ‘it effect from today. 

The Tel Aviy District Court Judge, who 
was acquitted. of accepting bribes In a 
marathon trial in Jerusalem, had asked 
that his resignation become effective from 
the end of the month, or earlier, at the 
Minister’s discretion. Mr. Shapira decided 
on today, ᾿ 

Judge Malchi was to appear before 
a disciplinary tribunal for conduct in his 
capacity ag judge, which came out in his 
trial, The- disciplinary charge would have 
been based’ on Section 22 of the Law — 
Conduct unbecoming to a judge. 

Mr. Malchi, 51, who served 23 years 
on the bench, ts understood to plan enter- 
ing a private law practice. 

Judge Maichi has also asked the Justice © 
Minister to-allow him a pension, even 
though he retired before pensionable age. 
A request for a grant towards the legal 
costs of his trial (said to run to about 
1L175,000) wag submitted earlier. 

Mr. Shapira has replied that he would 
ask the Knesset Finance Committee -—— 
which governs the judiciary’s salaries, etc. 
— for ἃ general ruling on the granting 
of suitable pensions for Judges who leave 
before retirement age after long service. 

As to the legal costs, Mr. Shapira had 
made it Known at the very outset of the . 
trial that the State would share in his 
costs whatever the outcome of the trial.

24 years on the bench he was entitled to 

an early retirement,- “considering the cir- 

cumstances," referring to the refusal of 

the Judges’ Appointments Committee to 

approve his application to retire on pen- 
ion.
